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RECORD  OF  THE  1967  TOWN  MEETING 

Kensington  ,  N.H.  March  14,  1967 

Kensington  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10 
o'clock  in  the  morning  by  the  Moderator,  John  W.  York  who 
read  the  warrant. 

Supervisors  took  oath  there  were  550  names  on  the 
checklist  of  those  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs.    They 
also  certified  to  the  posting  of  the  checklist. 

Ballots  were  counted  and  506  were  found  to  be  the 
number  to  be  used.    Polls  were  declared  opened  at  10:10. 

Motion  was  made  by  H.  Russell  Crowell  to  keep  the 
polls  open  until  after  the  business  meeting.    It  was  secon- 
ded by  J.  Clark  Jacobs. 

At  7  P.M.,  the  Moderator  called  the  business  meeting 
to  order.    Rev.  Robert  B.  Curry  offered  prayer,  then  the 
flag  was  saluted  by  the  assembly. 

Article  1.    To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

This  article  was  voted  on  by  ballot  and  the  results 
will  follow  the  minutes  of  the  business  meeting. 

Article  2.    To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.    The  Selectmen's 
estimate  of  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year  is  $29,175.27. 

Harold  W.  Bodwell,  Jr.  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
article,  $29,175.27.    Charles  R.  Eastman  seconded  the 
motion.    David  C.  Engel  amended  the  article  to  pay  the 
Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  $600.00,  and  the  other  two 
members  of  the  Board  $500.00  each.    The  amendment 
was  accepted.    The  vote  on  the  article  was  in  the  affir- 
mative. 

Article  3.    To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  taxes  paid  within  30  days  or  60  days  after  pre- 
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sentation  of  tax  bills.  Gordon  Swift  moved  to  pass  over 
the  article.  It  was  seconded  by  Alfred  I.  Felch  ,  It  was 
a  vote. 

4.    To  vote  on  the  basis  of  payment  and  the  amount 
thereof  to  be  paid  the  Tax  Collector  for  the  collection 
of  taxes. 

Herbert  Eastman  moved  to  pay  the  Tax  Collector  the 
same  as  1966,  1  percent.    It  was  seconded  by  Doris 
Bickford.    It  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  5.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  the  Select- 
men authority  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Motion  was  made  by  Charles  R.  Eastman  to  grant  the 
Selectmen  authority  to  borrow  $30,000  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.    Harold  W.  Bodwell,  Jr.,  seconded  the  motion.    It 
was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  purchase  of  a  new  tanker  and  pumper  fire  engine  and 
necessary  equipment,  said  engine  to  meet  specification 
as  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers;  and  for  this 
purpose  to  raise  a  sum  not  exceeding  Fifteen  Thousand 
Dollars($15,000.00)  by  issue  of  serial  notes  of  the  To-wn, 
under  and  in  accordance  with,  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
33  (Municipal  Finance  Act)  of  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  as  amended,  the  discretion  of  fixing 
the  date,  maturities,  interest  rate  or  discount  rate,  the 
place  of  payment,  the  form  and  other  details  of  said  notes 
to  be  delegated  to  the  Selectmen. 

The  article  was  discussed.    Harold  W.  bodwell,  Jr., 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  article.    Frederick  Yardley 
seconded  the  motion.    Herbert  Eastman  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  raise  the  figure  to  Eighteen  Thousand  Dollars 
($18,000.00)  and  to  extend  the  life  of  the  bond  to  seven 
years  instead  of  six  years.    It  was  seconded  by  David 
Batchelder.    The  amendment  of  Eastman  was  accepted. 
The  result  of  the  vote  by  written  ballot  was  170  yes, 
29  No,  1  Blank. 
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Article  7.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($600.00)  to  install 
and  fence  a  water  hole  on  Route  107  near  the  residence  of 
George  Garneau. 

Charles  R.  Eastman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  article. 
Harold  W.  Bodwell,  Jr.,  seconded  the  motion.    Charles 
George  offered  an  amendment  to  the  motion  that  a  second 
water  hole  be  made  and  the  funds  be  taken  from  the  sur- 
plus-   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Charles  H.  Bickford. 
The  vote  on  the  amendment  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  8.    By  petition  of  Herman  W.  Shaw  and  twenty 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  Hot  Top  treating  rough  areas  on  Drinkwater  and 
Stumpfield  Roads. 

Charles  George  moved  to  pass  over  the  article,.   It  was 
not  a  vote.    J.  Clark  Jacobs  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the 
article.    It  was  seconded  by  Harold  W.  Bodwell,  Jr.    It 
was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  and  Five  Dollars  ($805.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  water  and  toilet  facilities  at 
the  Kensington  Library^  such  sum  to  include  cost  of  par- 
titions, plumbing  and  water  pipe  from  the  Fire  Station  to 
the  Library. 

Katherine  Webster  moved  the  adoption  of  the  article. 
It  was  seconded  by  Charles  George.  Discussion  ensued. 
It  was  a  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  10.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  ordinance  creating  a  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  the 
Board  to  consist  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  one  member  to  be 
elected  at  the  next  annual  meeting  for  a  period  of  three 
years  and  each  three  years  thereafter. 

Charles  R.  Eastman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  article. 
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It  was  seconded  by  Harold  W.  Bodwell,  Jr.    It  was  a  vote 
in  the  affirmative. 

Article  11.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

J.  Clark  Jacobs  moved  to  have  the  minutes  of  the  town 
meeting  printed  in  town  report.    It  was  seconded  and  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Warren  L.  Sargent  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned 
It  was  seconded  and  so  voted.  The  Moderator  declared  the 
meeting  adjourned  at  9:10  P.M.

A  thorough  weeding  of  the  library  book  collection  was 
undertaken  during  1967  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Rachel 
Sanborn,  District  Consultant  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Library.    Members  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  donated 
many  hours  in  helping  with  this  project.    A  total  of  550 
books  were  removed  from  the  shelves  which  has  improved 
the  appearance  of  the  collection  and  given  some  much 
needed  shelf  space  for  new  books.    Some  of  the  books 
that  were  removed  from  the  shelves  because  of  poor  con- 
dition will  be  replaced  with  new  editions  as  soon  as  funds 
are  available. 

The  installation  of  running  water  and  toilet  facilities 
was  made  possible  by  the  vote  for  the  special  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  at  the  1967  town  meeting.    The  work  was 
completed  during  the  month  of  April  and  has  proved  most 
satisfactory. 

The  library  received  another  grant-in-aid  of  $100.00 
from  the  State  Library  for  the  year  1967.    The  books  have 
been  ordered  but  have  not  as  yet  been  received. 

The  Friends  of  the  L  ibrary  purchased  a  book  cart  for 
use  in  the  library  this  year.    They  have  also  given  money 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  subscribed  to  the  Abridged 
Reader's  Guide  and  Horn  Book  Magazine  and  donated  many 
hours  in  library  service.    Mrs.  Harold  Y.  Smith  is  chairman 
of  the  Friends  group. 

150  books  were  added  to  the  library  collection  during 
1967.    Of  these,  52  were  gift  books.    Some  of  the  1967 
funds  were  held  over  until  after  the  weeding  project  was 
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completed  so  that  it  would  be  possible  to  fill  some  of  the 
subject  gaps  in  the  collection.    These  books  were  not  re- 
ceived until  1968.    Thomas  Powers  gave  the  library  many 
children's  books  all  of  which  have  not  as  yet  been  pro- 
cessed for  circulation. 

Several  of  the  members  of  Boy  Scout  Troop  No.  189 
Lave  given  community  service  by  helping  with  projects  at 
the  library.    The  Happy  Hours  4-H  Club  has  helped  by 
placing  interesting  exhibits  in  the  library. 

The  librarian  wishes  to  thank  all  of  the  many  people 
who  have  shown  an  interest  in  the  library  by  donating 
either  service  or  books.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  past  year  the  planning  board  has  met  to 
consider  new  legislation  and  to  deal  with  a  plan  for  a  sub- 
division.   It  was  gratifying  to  the  board  to  be  able  to  deal 
with  the  situation  in  a  legal  and  business-like  manner  and 
the  planning  board  made  every  effort  to  rule  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  town.    The  planning  board,  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  selectmen  have  seen  fit  to  offer  the  fol- 
lowing amendments  and  additions  to  the  zoning  and  land 
use  ordinance  adopted  May  12.  1959. 

Amend  Article  1,  Section  B,  second  paragraph,  by  de- 
leting said  second  paragraph  starting  with  the  words  "Any 
Trailer  or  mobile  home"  and  ending  with  the  words  "parks 
are  prohibited",  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

"  No  person  shall  move  a  house  trailer  or  mobile  home 
into  the  Town  of  Kensington  without  first  having  obtained 
a  permit  to  do  so  from  the  Selectmen.    Any  house  trailer 
or  mobile  home  so  moved  into  the  Town  and  used  as  a 
dwelling  shall  be  considered  a  residence  for  all  purposes 
under  these  zoning  laws,  including  lot  size,  set  back  re- 
quirements, etc.    So-called  trailer  parks  and  mobile  home 
parks  are  prohibited.    These  regulations  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prohibit  residents  from  storing  on  their  prem- 
ises unocupied  \'acation  type  trailers  or  so-called  camper 
bodies  owned  by  them  and  used  for  bona  fide  vacation  pur- 
poses.   Trailers  used  for  field  office  or  storage  in  conr 
junction  with  construction  projects,  which  meet  accept- 
able sanitary  standards,  may  be  permitted  by  the  Select- 
men for  periods  of  sixty  (60)  days,  subject  to  renewal  as 
required." 

Amend  Article  III  by  deleting  said  Article  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following: 

E\'ery  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of 
one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  abutting  upon  a  public  street 
or  road". 
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Amend  Article  VI  by  deleting  said  Article  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following: 

"Article  VI  -  The  written  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
stating  that  the  stipulations  of  this  ordinance  have  been 
met,  must  be  obtained  before  construction  of  any  building. 
Add  a  new  Article  as  follows: 

"Article  -  The  opening  of  a  new  pit  for  the  removal 
of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  requires  a  written  permit 
from  the  Selectmen.  Granting  of  the  permit  will  be  con- 
tingent upon  an  undertaking  that  when  the  supply  is  de- 
pleted, the  area  will  be  re-graded,  re-loamed,  re-sanded  or 
otherwise  re-covered  to  insure  that  the  premises  will  be 
left  in  sightly  condition  and  protected  against  erosion. 

In  the  coming  year  the  board  will  compile  a  new 
citizen  handbook.    The  new  book  will  have  a  complete 
listing  of  all  the  legislation  pertaining  to  our  present 
zoning  and  land  ordinances  and  subdivision  control.

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RECORD  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
March  II,  1967 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator,  Horace  M.  Gourley  at  7:38  p.m. 
on  March  11,  1967  at  the  town  hall.    The  warrant  was  read 
by  the  moderator.    Rev.  Roland  D.  Sawyer  offered  an  ap- 
propriate prayer  which  was  followed  by  the  salute  to  the 
flag.    The  reading  of  the  record  of  the  1966  School  Dis- 
trict Meeting  by  the  clerk  was  dispensed  with  as  they 
were  printed  in  the  town  report. 

Article  1.    To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  School 
District. 

Dr.  John  Tuthill  moved  that  the  salaries  of  District 
Officials  remain  the  same  with  the  exception  of  auditor 
which  should  be  raised  from  $8.00  to  $15.00  and  the  cen- 
sus taker  to  be  raised  from  $25.00  to  $40.00.    The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Leslie  C.  Briggs.    It  was  so  voted. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  officers  heretofor  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Dr.  John  Tuthill  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  new 
AREA  Junior  High  School.    He  also  reported  on  the  pro- 
posed curriculum  and  answered  questions  on  the  subject 
of  the  new  Junior  High  School. 

Article  3."    To  choose  Agents,  and/or  Committees,  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

It  was  moved  and  so  voted  that  we  pass  over  this 
article. 

Article  4.    To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District 
officials  and  agents  and  for  the  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District. 
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It  was  moved  by  Gordon  Swift  that  the  town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $120,775.00  for  the  support  of 
schools  for  the  coming  year.

OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire: 

It  is  with  mixed  emotions  that  I  submit  my  twentieth  and 
last  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  members  of  the  school  board,  past  and  present,  teachers, 
supervisors,  members  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  and 
to  the  citizens  for  the  support  given  to  me  during  this  period 
of  years.    I  shall  always  follow  with  interest  the  progress  of 
the  schools  with  which  I  have  been  so  closely  associated. 
There  is  evidence  to  show  that  by  working  together  we  have 
been  successful  in  obtaining  better  school  facilities  and  con 
tinually  improving  the  program  of  studies  and  curriculum  for 
the  boys  and  girls  of  this  community.

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1967  -  1968  compare 
with  the  state  average  per  pupil  costs  of  $637  for  high  school 
and  $549  for  junior  high  school  exclusive  of  rental  charges. 

The  AREA  Junior  High  School  was  opened  to  six  hundred 
and  thirty  pupils  on  schedule  on  September  6.    This  is  a  very 
attractive  and  functional  building  and  provides  the  students 
with  a  broadened  curriculum.    This  building  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  implement  fully  the  AREA  School  Plan  for  six  school 
districts  involved  for  grades  7  -  12.

Mr.  Frederick  King,  Teacher  Consulatnt  for  Supervisory 
Union  #16,  describes  some  of  the  work  which  he  is  doing  as 
elementary  school  supervisor  and  director  of  curriculum  as 
follows: 

As  a  teacher  consultant  I  must  assume  a  leadership 
role  in  the  process  of  curriculum  development,  curriculum 
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balance,  articulation  between  grades,  divisional  levels  and 
communities,  and  intergration  among  the  various  subject 
matter  areas. 

If  I  were  to  list  a  group  of  action  words  to  describe  the 
consultant's  tasks,  I  would  say  they  might  include  encourage, 
stimulate,  support,  facilitate,  guide,  influence,  suggest,  quest 
ion,  challenge,  demonstrate,  coordinate  and  lead  as  I  work 
with  teachers. 

Last  fall  at  the  opening  school  meeting  as  teachers 
gathered  for  the  beginning  of  a  new  year  I  called  for  new 
aspects  in  learning  that  would  bring  about  a  vitality  so 
much  needed  to  successful  classroom  teaching. 

We  know,  with  considerable  certainty,  that  the  world  of 
today's  children  will  see  new  and  changing  patterns  of  social 
organization.    One  of  my  main  tasks  is  to  join  with  teachers 
in  examining  possible  changes  and  to  take  a  leadership  role 
in  channeling  these  changes  into  educationally  sound  pro- 
cedure. 

The  school  holds  a  key  position  in  the  survival  of  our 
nation.    A  number  of  projects  and  pressures  are  appearing 
at  various  levels.    The  role  of  the  teacher  consultant  as  a 
curriculum  leader  takes  on  new  importance  as  one  sees  the 
"flood  "  of  ideas  from  the  "outside".    An  examination  of  the 
new  is  essential,  but  at  the  same  time  we  must  strive  for  ef- 
fective utilization  of  the  already  proven  materials  and  media. 

This  fall  a  new  social  studies  guide  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  our  teachers.    It  is  now  being  used  as  a  guide  for 
social  studies  instruction.    It  is  not  final  .  We  will  continue 
to  discuss  and  examine  it  through  teacher  meetings  and  dis- 
cussion.   The  classroom  will  be  the  true  test  of  the  guide's 
ability  to  bring  about  a  "new  life"  to  social  studies  .  This 
is  but  one  example  of  curriculum  study. 

The  teacher  consultant  is  concerned  with  the  learner  and 
the  process  of  learning.    We  want  children  to  be  actively  in- 
volved in  their  education.    We  need  to  be  more  concerned 
about  the  development  of  human  beings  capable  of  creative 
thoughts  and  action. 
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We  can  build  wonderful  schools,  and  provide  a  multitude 
of  materials,    but  the  teacher's  job  of  helping  the  child  see 
what  is  the  full  meaning  of  attaining  skills  and  knowledges 
will  be  the  key  to  the  future  of  our  nation.    The  teacher  con- 
sultant joins  with  the  classroom  teacher  in  a  "partnership" 
for  better  education.    If  I,  as  a  consultant,  can  communicate 
with  teachers  the   observations,  understandings,  perceptions, 
enthusiasms,  and  beliefs  which  I  feel  and  we  share  together 
these  concerns  for  better  schools,  then  I  have  no  doubt,  but  a 
a  more  effective  education  will  be  realized.    I  will  continue 
to  serve  this  community  with  this  philosophy. 

I  trust  I  have  in  this  report  pointed  out  to  you,  as  citizens, 
a  kind  of  philosophy  or  spirit  that  prevails  as  I  work  with  the 
staff  .  It  is  not  an  item  by  item  account  of  what  was  done 
this  past  year,  but  rather  a  communication  to  you  of  an  at- 
titude and  commitment  I  have  in  continuing  to  develop  a 
better  school  program. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVrCES 

To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

School  Health  Services  cover  a  wide  field  and  are  de- 
signed to  include  all  that  affects  the  well  being  of  school 
children.    This  year  physical  examinations  were  offered  to 
all  Grade  5  children,  new  admissions  who  had  not  had  an  ex- 
amination in  the  previous  year,  plus  those  children  with  con- 
ditions warranting  the  opinion  of  a  physician,  who  would 
otherwise  be  unlikely  to  receive  professional  attention. 

Vision  screening  was  carried  out  by  volunteer  mothers 
trained  by  the  school  nurse  -  a  service  of  inestimable  value, 
conscientiously  performed.    Screening  for  hearing  loss  is  done 
by  the  school  nurse  on  children  in  Grades  1  -  3  and  6,  new 
students  entering  the  school  and  upon  any  child  with  symptoms 
of  possible  hearing  loss  referred  to  the  nurse. 

Tuberculin  testing  was  done  on  children  of  Grade  I,  and 
Staff  members,  in  September.    We  shall,  in  cooperation  with 
the  N.H.  Tbc.  Association,  continue  this  valuable  diagnostic 
screening  program  each  year  and  will  include  all  allowed  by 
the  sponsoring  Association. 

Special  emphasis  on  dental  health  has  been  evidenced 
by  demonstrations,  clinics  and  dental  health  education.    In 
the  summer  of  1968,  we  hope  to  benefit  from  a  new  State 
sponsored  program  offering  free  dental  examination,  clean- 
ing, and  topical  application  of  fluoride  to  all  pre-school 
children,  ages  3  to  6  years.    Parents  are  encouraged  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  for  their  pre-school  children. 
We  shall  continue  to  have  our  Lazy-eye  clinic  for  the  early 
detection  of  Amblyopia  in  children  of  ages  3^/^  to  6  years. 

Pre  school  clinic  held  on  Registration  Day  is  the  best 
way  we  know  of  determining  whether  a  child  is  physically 
and  emotionally  ready  for  Grade  I.    A  registered  state  dental 
hygienist  is  to  be  present  at  this  time  to  examine  the  child's 
teeth  and  consult  with  the  parent.    Opportunity  to  have  your 
child  brought  up  to  date  by  our  school  physician  on  his  im- 
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munizations  will  be  available. 

Through  education  only,  can  we  expect  returns  from  our 
efforts  to  establish  good  understanding  and  practises  of 
health,  hygiene,  and  safety.    Special  speakers,  new  filmstrips, 
films,  and  other  aids  to  enrich  the  health  education  curriculum 
are  available  -  ideally  for  use  in  conjunction  with  special 
class  units  at  a  time  when  material  will  be  most  mean- 
ingful to  the  students. 

Parents  are  welcome  to  visit  the  health   office  for 
conference  when  there  is  a  health  related  interest  which 
you  may  wish  to  discuss. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  special  men- 
tion of  a  new  Volunteer  service  in  the  Kensington  school 
this  year  -  and  commendation  for  those  who  have  contributed 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  in  carrying  out  the  program. 
Children  who  need  strengthening  in  certain  areas  -  scholas- 
tically  or  emotionally,  are  being  seen  individually  by  Vol- 
unteer mothers  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher  and 
guidance  of  the  school  physician,  aid  in  improving  the 
child's  understanding  of  classroom  material  and,  often, 
thereby,  his  own  self  esteem.    We  are  most  grateful  to  these 
special  people  for  their  time  and  effort  which  we  know  has 
resulted  in  a  more  successful  year  for  the  children  whom 
they  have  helped. 

I  am  sincerely  appreciative  of  the  support  of  the  School 
Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Principal  Betty  Lambert, 
and  all  individuals  and  organizations  whose  interest  has 
helped  to  make  our  health  service  more  effective  and  far- 
reaching.

Matthews  for  using  her  talent  for  many  hours  creating  the 
beautiful  but  difficult  scenery,  the  mothers  who  made  cos. 
tumes,  and  those  who  did  make-up  or  helped  in  any  way. 

The  Memorial  Day  program  was  presented  this  year  by 
the  first  and  second  .  grade  pupils  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Lambert  and  Mrs.  Gallo.  With  the  growth  of  the  school,  it  is 
no  longer  possible  to  have  all  six  grades  take  part  so  each 
year  two  of  the  grades  will  take  their  turn  presenting  the 
program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Art  is  an  important  part  of  an  elementary  school  program. 
It  helps  the  child's  creative  abilities  through  instruction  in 
the  basic  principles    of  Art  -  form,  line,  perspective,  pic- 
torial composition,  anatomy. 

There  are  six  classes  in  the  Kensington  School,  each 
about  40-45  minutes.    Projects  cover  training  and  experience 
in  as  many  media  as  can  conveniently  be  used  in  this  time  - 
media  such  as  cut  paper,  crayon,  gouache,^finger  paint,  clay  , 
print  making  and  papier  mache. 

The  upper  grades  have  longer,  more  complicated   pro- 
jects, lasting  several  weeks,  such  as  papier  mache  masks 
and  animal  figures.    They  also  made  the  scenery  for  the  op- 
eretta "Tom  Sawyer". 

All  the  children  have  grown  in  the  mastery  of  their  media 
and  the  ability  to  express  themselves  creatively. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  to  make 
the  past  year  one  with  so  many  unusual,  vivid  and  valuable 
experiences.
